REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
compounds are novel and non-obvious over the prior art because of the carbonyl group on the 

five membered heterocyclic ring as well as the ring itself The closest prior art is Woodward et 
al., WO 95/19964. Woodward et al., does not exemphfy or disclose compounds with a 
pyrrolidine ring, but rather, a cyclopentyl ring. This reference does not encompass the scope of 
the instant application, which includes the aforementioned novelty of a pyrrolidine ring with the 
claimed substituents. One of ordinary skill in the art would not have expected that the 
aforementioned modifications would make prostaglandin compounds. The prior art reference 
does not contain the identical or obvious substituents at the aforementioned positions. A person 
of ordinary skill in the art would not have expected that making these structural modifications 
would retain identical activity as disclosed in the prior art.
